EW YORK, April 16.—“We do 
not know what we will be called 
on to do, but we are ready.” 

This, the only statement Rear-Ad- 
miral Charles J. Badger, command- 
er-in-chief of the Atlantic fleet, had 
to make as his ships steamed out of 
Hampton Roads for Mexico, was made 
public here tonight by Secretary Dan- 
lels, to be added to “the splendid 
words by American naval heroes.” 

Mr. Daniels told members of the 
Navy League of the United States at 
their annual banquet that the brevity 
and comprehensiveneas of that state- 
ment deserved to rank with those of 
Dewey at Manila and John Paul 
Jones in the bate of the Bon Homme 
Richard and the Serapis. 

An appeal for popular support for 
the navy was voiced by the Secretary. 

“There is nothing wrong with our 
navy,” he said; “there is nothing the 
matter with our discipline; there is 
nothing the matter with our splendid 
personnel; there is a great deal the 
matter with the public viewpoint; 
there is a great deal the matter with 
the lack of information on the part 
of a great portion of our citizens as 
to the navy. 

“It is my firm belief that no definite 
programme of naval construction—by 
that I mean a programme that will 
not be in jeopardy every time Con- 
gress assembles—can be laid down 
until an overwhelming majority of 
our people become friends of the navy 
and give somewhat more than a pas- 
sive support to the navy’s proper de- 
velopment.” 
Mr. Daniels said his pride and ad- 
miration of American naval officers 
and men was stirred and strengthened 
by John Lind, President Wilson's per- 
sonal representative in Mexico, on his 
return to the United States recently.

administration officials, the crisis that 


the tension had passed. 

No time has been set for the firing 
of the salute and until the details are 
arranged no further orders will be 
sent to the American fleets now pro- 
ceeding south. It is practically cer- 
tain, however, that while many of the 
vessels will be turned back, others 
will continue south and a substantial- 
ly-increased naval force will be mam 
tained in Mexican waters. 

Huerta's offer and request for a re. 
turn sdlute caused Wilson to ask for 
an opinion from the counsellor of the 
State Department and Navy De 
ment officials. All reported that itr 
was the invariable custom in naval 
practice to return a salute, and cited 
precedents. The President also was 
informed that Rear-Admiral Mayo, on 
making his original demand for a 
salute, agreed to return the courtesy. 

Mr. Wilson said a return of @ 
salute under such circumstances did 
not involve recognition of the Huerta. 
government, but merely was an act 
of the same character as grasping the 
hand of an individual who was 
apologizing as he extended it. Secre- 
tary Bryan also took the view that 
the American salute would be given 
to the flag of the Mexican nation, just 
as much respected by the Constitu- 
tionalists as the Huerta government, 
and no technical recognition was in- 
volved. 

Precedents in which the United 
States returned the salute of other 
nations which apologized to it were 
cited and it was generally agreed in 
executive quarters that Gen. Huertas 
compliance with the American demand 
had dissipated a tense situation. 

In less than forty-eight hours 
after President Wilson had ordered 
the Atlantic and Pacific fleets to Men- 
ican waters and had informed Gen, 
Huerta that unless a salute was fired 
to atone for repeated offenses against 
the dignity of the United States, 
there would be serious consequence, 
the answers came—a complete ac- 
ceptance of the demand of the Washe 
ington government. 

STORM CLOUDS LIFT. 


Immediately there was a change in 
the atmosphere of official Wash- 
ington. As the storm clouds lifted 
and a wave of satisfaction spread 
through official headquarters, Presi- 
dent Wilson arranged to go to White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va., for the 
week-end, and Secretary Bryan, who 
is ill, planned to take his long-de- 
layed trip to Miami, Fla. Attention 
that had been temporarily diverted 
from the legislative programme 
turned again to the routine of the 
hour. 

The numerous happenings which 
led to the aggressive stand of the 
American government, the strong 
pressure brought to bear at Mexico 
City by Charge O'Shaughnessy and 
the diplomatic representatives of oth- 
er governments, backed by advices 
from the French and German Am- 
bassadors at Washington, who learned 
from the State Department the serious 
intentions a the Washington gove 
ernment, all had brought about a 
grave international crisis. Congress 
showed its readiness to stand by the 
administration and the House Come 
mittee on Foreign Affairs passed a 
resolution upholding the President's 
position. 

Though the President declared the 
firing of the salute would close the 
Tampico incident, it will have

Another 
thing the country may be assured of, 
and that is that when President WIH 
son sets himself firmly, as he has in 
this case, there will be no surrender 
on his part.” ; 

Discussing the probability of allow- 
ing some of the ships now en route 
to Mexican waters to proceed regardad- 
less of the acceptance of Huerta’s of- 
fer, many members of Congress ex- 
pressed the opinion that the adminis- 
tration proposes to keep a firmer hand 
on the situation in the future, and that 
further reasons for action may de- 
velop at any time. i 

Inquiry as to the character of pres- 


sure which had been brought on Gen. 


Huerta to yield brought out the fact 
that foreign governments had an ac- 
tive interest in the events of the last 
twenty-four hours. Both the French 
and German Ambassadors, after con- 
ferences at the State Department, were 
in communication, it is understood, 
—— their representatives in Mexico 
ity. 

Another phase of the situation was 
a well-authenticated report that the 
last installment of a loan due Huerta 
was about to be held up by foreign 
bankers if he did not comply with the 
American demands. 

Charge Algara of the Mexican Em- 
bassy here was in communication by 
cable with Gen. Huerta, and every 
avenue of influence exerted was in the 
direction of convincing the Mexican 
dictator that it was best to yield. 

Developments of the day in rapid 
succession showed that the pressure 
had had its effect. During the night 
long messages came from Charge 
O'Shaughnessy describing his talks 
with Gen. Huerta, and when they were 
deciphered today Secretary Bryan 
hurried to the White House.

NEWS OF HUERTA’S OFFER. 


The news of just what Huerta had 
offered leaked out through other offi- 
clals who were apprised of the late 
developments, and soon it spread 
throughout the capital. The feeling 
that the crisis was passed removed 
the tension almost instantly. 

When the President received the 
newspaper men later in the day he 
did not make announcement of the 
Huerta offer. This was generally in- 
terpreted to mean that he was with- 
holding comment until the salute ac- 
tually had been arranged for. The 
President, however, did refer to some 
phases of the offer indirectly. He was 
asked if a return salute would be 
given should Huerta salute the colors. 
His reply was that naval practice 
showed the return of a salute was an 
invariable custom. 


NAVY'S STATEMENT. 


Later the Navy Department issued 
the following statement on this point: 

“If a national salute is fired as an 
amende honorable it is invariably re- 
turned gun for gun by a vessel of war 
of the power whose flag has just been 
saluted. This is in accord with inter- 
national comity and there are many 
precedents to establish the custom. 

“In Admiral Mayo's written com- 
munication to the Mexican general, 
Zaragoza, at Tampico, on April 9, was 
the original demand made for a sa- 
lute to the flag; in this communica- 
tion Gen. Zaragoza was informed by 
Admiral Mayo that the salute would 
be returned by the Dolphin.” 


EMERGENCY QUESTION. 


Incidentally the dispatch of the 
American fleet to Mexican waters 
brought up the question of possibili- 
ties in emergencies. Mr. Wilson held 
that, while no one doubted the right 
of the Executive to take immediate 
steps, such as the landing of marines, 
or pacific blockade, or even the bom- 
bardment of a coast town, it would be 
more natural while Congress was in 
session for the President to work in 
close co-operation with the legislative 
branch of the government, whether 
he had authority or not to take ag- 
gressive steps. 

Discussion of all these measures 
ended in official circles when it be- 
came known that the Huerta govern- 
ment had yielded. They attracted at- 
tention, however, as pointing to the 
inclination of the administration to 
be aggressive in future dealings with 
the Mexican authorities. 

DESTRUCTION AT TAMPICO. 


“Advices from Tampico,” said a 
statement from the State Department, 
“are to the effect that the warehouses 
of the Agencia Comercial, which 
were destroyed in the late attack on 
Tampico, were the property of the 
Mexican government. It is said that, 
while the buildings themselves were 
of little value, the merchandise stored 
in them by the Agencia Comercial 
was worth approximately half a mil- 
lion pesos.” 

THE SPANISH CLAIMS. 


Senor Riano, the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor, who was among Secretary Bryan's 
callers today, again pressed the claims 
for redress of the 700 Spanish sub- 
jects expelled by Gen. Villa from Tor- 
reon. He had been informed by Sec- 
retary Bryan of Gen. Carranza's deci- 
sion to act upon representations made 
by the United States in behalf of for- 
eigners in Mexico. But the Madrid 
government is not satisfied merely 
with a promise that future claims of 
Spanish subjects may be made 
through the United States. It wants 
a safe return of the Spanish exiles 
now at El Paso to their former homes 
in Torreon. — 

Bryan is continuing negotiations 
with Gen. Carranza regarding ar- 
rangements for the return of ul the 
exiles not held guiity of being active 
supporters of the Huerta government. 
John Lind, President Wilson's per- 
sonal representative in Mexico, took 
an active part in the day’s develop- 
ments, being in frequent consultation 
with Secretary Bryan. 

In speaking of his conferences with 
Mr. Lind, President Wilson said they 
had developed nothing new on the 
general situation and that no new 
policy had been recommended. The 
President said Mr. Lind was worn out 
from his labors and would not make 
definite plans for the future until he 
had obtained a rest.

EX-BANKER DIES INSANE,

Dr. Wimam T. Kirby of Chicago 

Mental Wreck Following Los of 

Thousands in Wire-Tapping Game.

CHICAGO, April 16.—Dr. William 
T. Kirby, head of the defunct Kirby 
Savings Bank, died at a hospital to- 
day, a mental wreck. Circumstances 
following the failure of the Kirby 
bank have been aired in the Federal 
Court here for more than a year. | 

When the bank closed its doors, 
November 3, 1912, Dr. Kirby could 
not be found by depositors. Later it 
was learned he was in a sanatorium, 
Shortly after this Federal Judge Lan- 
dis appointed a receiver. 

It was declared there were $30,000 
in deposits in the bank, but none of 
the money could be found. Judge 
Landis ordered Dr. Kirby to produce 
the money or to go to jail for con- 
tempt. The former banker then told 
a story of wire-tappers, saying he had 
lost the money by betting on horses 
on which he had been led to believe 
he had advance information. 

Judge Landis scouted the story and 
cited Mr. and Mrs. Kirby for con- 
tempt. Contempt proceedings also 
were threatened against lawyers who 
represented Kirby. 3 

Subsequent developments strength- 
ened the wire-tapping story, however, 
and several men were indicted. One 
of them, William Strosnider, was sent 
to the penitentiary for operating a 
confidence game. 

Attorneys for the Kirbys and for 
the receiver finished their arguments 
before Judge Landis only a few weeks 
ago and he announced he would take 
the case under advisement. 


TWO CHECKS FOR MILLIONS. 


Largest Ever Turned in to New 
York Since Panama Deal Paid for 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRK} 

NEW YORK, April 16.—Two slips 
of paper, each representing $32,971,- 
250, were delivered to the city of 
New York today. They were certified 
checks, turned over by the successful 
bidders at yesterday’s bond sale in 
payment for the issue of $65,000,000 
and the premium. It was stated that 
these checks were the largest of any 
which have been written since Leslie 
M. Shaw, then Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, gave a check for $40,000,000 to 
the New York banking house which 
represented the French interests in the 
purchase by the government of the 
partially-completed Panama Canal. 

The two banking houses which pur- 
chased the city 4 1-4 per cent. fifty- 
year bonds at 101.45 offered them at 
102.10, and at the close of business 
tonight it was said they had sold 
$22,000,000 of the amount. Their 
profit on the issue will be $422,500.

M ichigan’s Officers and Crew 
Answer, “Japan.” 


As Battleship Steams South 
Confidence Is Pronounced.

ON BOARD UNITED STATES 
MICHIGAN, OFF CAPE HENLO-

16.—Whither? Why? These are the 
questions bantered back and forth, 
met with purely speculative answers 
and more questions, among the offi- 
cers and men of the Michigan as we 
steam southward under Admiral 
Badger's terse order of yesterday: | 

„Meet the Hag at Tampico.” 

Orders say Tampico. Logic re- 


fuses to accept this as final. Indica- 
tions from orders so far received are 
that there will be no meeting of the 
various ships of Admiral Badger'e 
North Atlantic fleet until Tampico is 
reached. The belief of officers is that 
all ships will meet at Key West, not- 
withstanding present orders. They 
are not ready to accept present orders 
as final because they do not believe 
Admiral Badger’s fleet will stay on 
the Atlantic Coast. Deep down, and 
not for publication, they expect to 
pass through the Pamana Canal. 
This means Japan’s hand in the 
game. 

Tuesday afternoon at 4 o’clock, like 
a bolt from the blue, came the orders 
to coal and prepare to sail immedi- 
ately. In twenty-four hours, by dint 
of all-night labor, the Michigan was 
from dock, steaming toward the Del- 
aware breakwater. A few hours be- 
fore sailing Capt. Niblack’s orderly 
returned from an errand to the office 
of the commandant of the navy yard. 
The commandant’s orderly had just 
finished carrying orders from Wash- 
ington to all of the reserve vessels to 
coal and prepare for immediate serv- 
ice, was the news he brought. The 
orderly said commanders had been 
advised that Japan is backing Huerta 
in his stand. . 

The word spread like wildfire 
through ship and yard. There are 
twenty-two ships in the reserve basin 
at Philadelphia. Officers point out 
that ships under Admiral Fletcher 
and Admiral Mayo at Vera Cruz and 
Tampico, respectively, are sufficient to 
blockade or take both these ports, 
and with smaller craft to patrol the 
entire coast. 

“Why, then,” they ask, “should we 
go. down there? Anxious for work? 
Well, rather.” 


one of the crack crews of Uncle Sam's 
service, spent six months in Mexican 
waters last year. They don’t want 
another spell there. Anxious for 
Japan? M that's a different prop- 
osition entire. They are heartily 
sick, if the trut:. be told, of hearing 
jingoes howl about the unprepared- 
ness of the United States military 
service. They know that if we have 
war with our little yellow brethren, 
they, the navy forces, will do most of 
the fighting, and they know they are 
prepared. 

If the esprit de corps on other 
ships is nearly as fine as on the Mich- 
igan, both among the officers and 
men, and the self-confidence nearly 
so pronounced, Uncle Sam's force 
will enter any conflict with half the 
battle won. 

As to Japan, while navy men I 
have talked to in Washington, Phil- 
adelphia and on the Michigan feel 
that the oriental nation is largely re- 
sponsible for this movement, they do 
not go so far as to expect an open 
conflict. They know how stealthily 
war strikes; they know equally well 
of a movement last summer when 
the navy department got all ready to 
ward off an attack on our insular pos- 
sessions, and when, under secret or- 
ders, 200,000 tons of coal were started 
from eastern ports for the Pacific via 
the Panama Railroad. They feel this 
may be another such move; that the 
show of force ig a demonstration, not 
against Huerta, but against Japan—a 
warning to keep away from Mexico, 
diplomatically and physically. 

On board ship the same question is 
asked as in Washington: Why, since 
we have permitted the unavenged 
deaths of 150 Americans in Mexico, 
should we now send our entire naval 
force to avenge an insult to the flag, 
When an apology has already been 
‘made? Navy men believe, Japan or 
no Japan, the “watchful waiting” pol- 
icy is a thing of the past, and the 
least drastic action contgmplated is 
a blockade of all Mexican ports on the 
Atlantic, this with a view to further 
weakening Huerta and correspond- 
ingly strengthening the Constitution- 
alist forces.

JOSEPH CHOATE 
EXPLAINS TREATY 


Thinks Tolls Exemption Was 
ot Contemplated. 


Taft Quoted as Believing 
Clause Meant Subsidy. 


Advocates of Repeal Heard 
by Senate Committee. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Joseph 
H. Choate, American Ambassador to 
Great Britain during the negotiation 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, believes 
the correspondence with the British 
government at that time precludes the 
idea that American coastwise shipping 
can be exempted from paying tolls 
through the Panama Canal. 

Former President Taft, who signed 
the Panama Canal Act containing the 
exemption clause, thought that in do- 
ing so he was granting a subsidy to 
American coastwise shipping, and be- 
lieves that unless Congress reverses 
itself, the United States will have to 
submit the question to arbitration. 

These points, both welcomed by the 
advocates of repeal, were brought out 
today at the hearing before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Interoceanic Canals. 
Senator Simmons introduced a 
transcript of an address delivered by 
Mr. Taft before the Canadian Club 
at Ottawa last January and Mr. 
Choate’s views were submitted in a 
letter to Henry White, secretary of 
the American embassy at London 
while Mr. Choate was Ambassador, 
accompanied by a number of letters 
addressed by him to Secretary of State 
Hay, explaining the progress of the 

CHOATE’S VIEW. 

Mr. Choate wrote that the corre- 
spondence “established beyond ques- 
tion the intent of the parties in the 
negotiations that the treaty should 
mean exactly what it says and ex- 
cludes the possibility of the exemption 
of any kind of vessels of the United 
States. Equality between the United 
States and Great Britain is the con- 
stant theme.” 

He reviewed the attitude of Lord 
Lansdowne by saying that “he abro- 
gated the Clayton-Bulwer § treaty, 
gave us an American canal, ours to 
build as and where we liked, to own, 
control and govern on the sele condi- 
tion of its being always neutral and 
free for the passage of the ships of 
all nations on equal terms except that 
if we get into a war with any na- 
tion we can shut its ships out and 
take care of ourselves.” 

TAFT’'S INTERPRETATION. 

Mr. Taft in his address asserted 
that “There are some hotheads that 
talk in absurd tones about the right 
of the United States to manage her 
own canal and her own property 4s 
she likes, no matter what she has 
agreed to, but this is all froth. These 
are the explosivistas.”” He added that 
he had no idea of breaking a treaty, 
but the question was “what the treaty 
means.“ 

NEW YORKER HEARD.

agement systems were closed today 
by the Industrial Relations Commit- 
tee with the testimony of Louis D. 

Mr. Brandeis 
told the commission that If organized 
labor set itself squarely @gainst the 
introduction of theseysystems into in- 
dustry, instead of demanding a part 
in them, it would lose the greatest op- 
portunity which has ever presented it- 
self to aid labor.

CATTLE RAISING IN BRAZIL. 


ũ—ã— ‘ 
It Is Estimated that There Are 
Thirty Million Animals in the Coun- 
try, and Becoming More Valuable. 


[Dallas News:] The cattle-produc- 
ing possibilities of Brazil have been 
overlooked because of the superiority 
of the Argentine as a stock-fattening 
country. The most suitable land in 
Brazil now being utilized for grazing 
cattle is in the States of Rio Grande do 
Sul, Parana, Santa Catharina, Sao 
Paulo, Minas Geraes, Goyaz, Matto 
Grosso, Bahia, Ceara and Plaudy. All 
the territory in the southernmost 
State of Brazil. Rio Grande do Sul, in 
which are already located numerous 
ranches, has railroads carrying its 
products to the ports of the Atlantic. 
The absence of reasonable railroad 
transportation rates has prevented 
the cattle business from becoming 
profitable in most districts of Brazil. 
Shipment has been conducted, there- 
fore, on a limited scale. Driving from 
one point to another must at present 
‘be resorted to, but it is only a question 
of a few years until this method of 
bringing the product to the markets 
will be superseded by modern trans- 
portation facilities. Refrigerator 
freight cars are now being provided, 
Says the Indianapolis News. 

While there are no reliable statis- 
tics of the pastoral industry in Bra- 
zil, it is estimated that there are 30,- 
000,000 cattle in the country, of which 
Rio Grande do Sul is credited with .- 
- 600.000 and Minas Geraes with 5. 
000,000. In 1998 the salted beef es- 
tablishments of Rio Grande do Sul 
killed 598,000 cattle. In 1911 the 
State of Minas Geraes sent 349,653 
eattle to the slaughterhouses of Rio 
de Janeiro and Sao Paulo. Cattle for 
consumption in the large centers of 
population are sold at diflerent mar- 
kets situated at railroad centers in 
the interior of the ranching States and 
are handled as follows: The herdsman 
acquires the cattle from the rancher 
and drives them to a central point, 
where they are purchased by the cat- 
tle trader, who in turn sends them to 
the slaughterhouses, where they are 
purchased by the retail merchant. 

For the last two vears cattle in 
Brazil as elsewhere have risen in 
value, and since the number in Bra- 
zil does not supply the local demand. 
the tendency will be toward a further 
rise in price. Some six months ago 
fat steers, weighing 1000 to 1100 
pounds, delivered, at the point of 
slaughter, sold at $40 to $45, ae- 
cording to quality and condition. This 
year cattle have advanced in value

ing $23 a head. In the cities of Rio de 
Janeiro, Bahia, Pernambuco and Sao

to 16 cents a pound. On the Amazon 
the price is much higher. 


In Old Canal Days. 
[Tit-Bits:] It is interesting to re- 


flect that a hundred vears ago canal 
barges not only carried passengers, 
but were also used for the transport 
of troops. 

In December, 1806, a large body of 
soldiers was transported to Liver- 
pool from Paddington, the journey 
taking seven days. Each barge held 
sixty men, and relays of horses to tow 
the barges were provided at various 
stages. In those days, to transport 
troops from ‘London to Liverpool in 
seven days was considered very quick 
work, since, had they marched, it 
would have taken fourteen days. 

Those were the golden days of 
canals, and there was eager competi- 
tion to become possessed of shares in 
these commercial undertakings. In 
those days, for instance, a share or- 
iginally costing £197 in the Loughbor- 
ough Canal was priced at £4600. At 
the same time, a share in the Lan- 
caster Canal was worth £46. 

The Duke of Bridgewater's Canal, 
started in 1769, which first ruined its 
promoter and then for twenty years 
brought him in a yearly income of 
£100,000, was built by a man called 
Brindley, whose wages never exceeded 
week!

LAWYERS AT BANQUET RECALD 
THE DAYS GONE BY. 


Reminiscences of the bench and 
par of Los Angeles, going back nhalt 
a century, were given by speakers at 
the twenty-sixth semi-annual banquet 


of the Los Angeles Bar Association, — 


held last evening at the Alexandria. 
The speakers limited their discussions 
to recollections of the past. -Members 
of the State Supreme Court and visit- 
ing Superior Court judges were guests 
of honor.

Judge Sepulveda gave his recollec- 
tions of court procedure in Los An- 
geles thirty years ago and told of his 
recollections of judges and attorneys 
of the old days, few of whom are now 
living. 

The recollections of Delmas went 
back farther than those of any of 
the speakers. 

“My memory takes me back half a 
century.“ Delmas said, and this puts 
me in a <class by myself here do- 
night. “I remember very well the 
day when I went to Sacramento, a 
timid young man of 21 years, and was 
admitted to the bar. I think that 
perhaps no one here except Judge 
Sepulveda remembers the old Cop- 
itol building as I saw it that day. 

“The bench and bar of California 
always has ranked high. I was agree- 
ably surprised shortly after I began 
to practice when a judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States told 
me that the bar of San Francisco.was 
regarded as the strongest in the whole 
country. That was before Los An- 
geles had made itself known to the 
world. In late years the bench and 
bar of the fair city of the south has 
added new fame to the profession in 
California.”

The power companies have offered 
to buy all the electricity that can be 
generated from the aqueduct at a 
price to be fixed by the people through 
the Railroad Commission and to sell 
it to the public at a rate to be fixed 
by the people through the Boafd of 
Public Utilities, and also agree to re- 
tire from the Los Angeles field at the 
end of five years.

VICIOUS, ILLEGAL, VOID. 


A Lawyer's Comment on the Combined Power Bond 
Proposition. 


LOS ANGELES, April 14.—[To the Editor of The Times:] Having care- 


fully read the editorial in The Times, of the lith inst., headed “The Unfair- 


ness of It,” I infer that your City Council has submitted to the tax-paying 
voters of your city, an omnibus (styled by you a blanket) propost- 
sition to approve or reject by a single ballot, the issuance of $6,500,000 
of city bonds, for two purposes, viz.: $1,250,000 for the completion of the 
“aqueduct power plant,” now an original, separate, distinct, and partially 
consummated purpose, and $5,250,000 for the new, separate and distinct pur- 


pose of the construction or acquisition by power or condemnation of a so- 
called “duplicate, partial power-distributing system,” such so-called “power 


system,” to be similar to that of the Southern California Edison Electric 
Company, if constructed; or that of the said electric company itself, to be 


acquired under the law of eminent domain, by condemning and taking the 


same by force of law nolens volens. 5 


I have to say, that the submission to the voters of such omnibus prop- 
osition, is absolutely illegal and void, and, if carried by an affirmative vote 


would not authorize the issuance of the proposed bonds. Any taxpayer may 
stop the election now, or- may stop the issuance and sale of the proposed 
bonds, if they are voted. f 


The questions involved have been definitely passed upon, and settled by 


the courts of last resort of the country upon principle, holding that the 


voter shall not be compelled to vote for a vicious proposition, by linking it 


with one that is good and desirable. 


I had occasion, seme years ago, to examine two bond issues of Denver, 
Colo., for E. H. Rollins & Sons, bankers, viz.: : $400,000 auditorium bonds and 
$4,700,000 water bonds. I declined to approve the auditorium bonds for the 
reason that the submission to the voters enumerated eleven different pur- 
poses for which the bonds were to be used. The Supreme Court of Colo- 
rado, in the case of the city of Denver vs. W. J. Hayes et al., 63 Pacific Re- 
porter 311, upheld my opinion, and held the proceedings illegal and void, 
and the bonds invalid. I also declined to approve the legality of the said 
water bonds, for the reason that the election proceedings and notice of elec- 
tion submitted to the voting taxpayers two or more distinct propositions, re- 
lating to two or more purposes, for which the bonds were to be used, to be 
answered for or against, by a single ballot, allowing the voter no opportunity 
to vote for one of the propositions, and against the others. Nevertheless 
the city prepared, advertised and sold the bonds, when Mrs. Nannie Josephine 
Grant of San Diego, Cal., a large property owner and taxpayer in Denver, 


| brought an action in the United States Circuit Court of Colorado at Denver 


to invalidate the bonds and perpetually enjoin and restrain their issuance and 
sale. The case was tried by and before Hon. John A. Riner, United States 
District Judge of Wyoming, an able jurist, sitting in United States Court at 
Denver, who, after an extended hearing, adjudged the proceedings void, and 
the bonds invalid and rendered judgment perpetually enjoining and restrain- 
ing their issuance and sale on account of the omnibus proposition submitted, 
thus upholding my said opinion. 

Among other things Judge Riner said: ‘Did the proposition submitted 
to the electors, to be voted upon, contain more than one subject, and was 
the election for that reason invalid? This question must, I think, be an- 
swered in the affirmative. The power conferred by the charter is to issue 
bonds for the construction, erection or purchase of water works, and the 
necessary plants, machinery, pipes, conduits and appurtenances, two en- 
tirely distinct propositions. The distinction is clearly stated by the Supreme 
Court of Ohio in the case of Elyria Gas and Water Company va City of 
Elyria, 57 Ohio R. 374, as follows: The purchase of water works neces- 
sarily implies that they have been already created, and are a present ex- 
isting property, the subject of sale and purchase, while the erection of 
water works, can only bave reference to their future construction. That a 
municipal corporation may own two plants, one acquired by purchase and 
another erected by it, or after having acquired one in the former mode, may 
proceed to erect a new plant, is not questioned, but their acquisition by 
these two different methods, require different proceedings, and it is the 
policy of the statute, that the proposition for each shall stand on its own 
merits, unaided by a combination with any other measure, and be so acted 
upon by the Council, in the first instance, and then, if adopted, be so sub- 
mitted for approval by the electors, that each may be voted upon as a 
separate measure, uninfluenced by others.“ This opinion is not published 
in the law reports, but I have a copy of it. No appeal was taken from the 
judgment of Judge Riner and the same became final, invalidating the bonds. 
The proposed bonds were never sold, but consigned to the waste-paper basket. 

Comparing this decision with the submission in the pending Los An- 
geles case it will be seen that three p: positions are submitted to the voter 
to be voted on May 8 next, and answere. by a single ballot, viz.: To com- 
plete the “aqueduct power plant,” to construct a “partial power plant dis- 
tributing system” and to chase or obtain by power of eminent domain and 
condemnation proceedings, a “partial power plant distributing system.” The 
power and authority to issue the proposed bonds for the purpose stated, can- 
not be lawfully had by a vote of taxpayers under such submission, and, as 
said, any taxpayer can arrest the election proceedings by proper court pro- 
ceedings.

It is thus seen that the proposition submitted by the Los Angeles City 
Council to issue $6,500,000 of bonds is not only unfair to the taxpayer, but 
absolutely unlawful and can confer no power to issue the proposed bonds.

I know they are men of the high- 
est mentality as well as moral and po- 
litical aims, and for that reason I think 
that their friendship toward Mexico 
and the sympathy evinced for the prin- 
ciples of the Mexican Constitutional- 
ists are not only sincere, but entirely 
disinterested and are the result of the 
existing harmony between the aims of 
the cause which I have the honor to 
represent and the ideals of American 
democracy.” 
Carranza further says that he has “such 


a high opinion of the political purposes and 


sagacity of the American government.” 
(Hear. hear) which like himself reckons 
with the intellectual, moral, legal and eco- 
momic elements of the country, that he 
deems it the duty of his party to establish 


and maintain cordial and intimate relations 


with Wilson and Bryan, who in good faith 
sympathize with his purpose and are in ac- 
cord with his aims and ideals. 

Such trifling incidents as the assassina- 
tion of a mere Britisher, the robbery and 
murder of Vergara, the expulsion of 800 
Spaniards for the awful crime & being 
dorn in Spain, the bayoneting of wounded 
Prisoners of war, the nvillaging of Ameri- 
ean property and the shooting of Ameri- 


nn citizens, are passed by as regrettable 


incidents of war, which ought not to in-

Huerta has agreed to salute the Amer- 
ican flag. The United States, as is cus- 
tomary in such incidents, hag agreed to re- 
turn the salute. Apparently the episode at 
Tampico is closed. The honor of the coun- 


try and the dignity of the nation have been | 


upheld. 
Now then, in reviewing the steps that 
have led up to this climax—or rather, this 


anti-climax—it is plain that President Wil- 
son brought the trouble upon his own head | 
by the most consistent series of blunders 
that ever were achieved by an obstinate, 
misjudging President of the United States. 
The responsibility for the Tampico affair, 
and the more serious and grievous compli- 
cations involving the destruction of Ameri- 
can citizens’ lives and property in Mexico, 
cannot be placed elsewhere than on his ad- 
ministration. In his diplomatic dealings 
the President has not only been maladroit, 
but positively so incompetent that the 


situation from which he extricated himself 
temporarily by ordering a demonstration 
with our battle fleet and by threatening 
war. 

The President barely escaped an interna- 
tional conflict in this incident. He had 
been warned time and time again by states- 
men, for whose judgment he would have 
more respect had he less experience in the 
schoolroom and more in the world’s affairs, 
that his attitude of dogged obstinacy and 
his policy of negligence must inevitably 
plunge this nation into war with Mexico. 
This one anc not momentous incident al- 
most served to bring that fateful prophecy 
into fulfillment. The President may not be 
so fortunate in escaping from other similar 
complications—and they will come tumbling 
out of the future, one on the heels of an- 


other, as long as he persists in getting into | 


trouble with Mexico by doing nothing to 
keep out of it. The next time the army and 
navy are called upon to save Mr. Wilsou 
from immediate humiliation, guns may ve 
fired, and not as a salute. 


At the very beginning of his administra- | 


tion he made the initial blunder which has 
more or less compromised him to make all 
of the other blunders. He refused to rec- 
ognize Huerta because Huerta’s morals did 
not conform to his standards. It made no 
difference that Huerta represented the sole 
governmental authority in that distraught 
nation; it made no difference that European 
nation’, certainly as conversant with the 
situation as Mr. Wilson, and probably more 
80, saw fit to recognize Huerta; it made no 
difference that the inevitable outcome of 
wantonly offending Huerta was to involve 
the United States in unnecessary quarrels 
with a neighboring goverument. Mr. Wii- 
son seemed to have conceived a persoual 


government, the lives and interests of his 
nation’s subjects, were subordinated while 
he set himself to discipline this foreign 
President of questionable morals. 

Needless to say the process of “disciplin- 
ing” was the most shameful fiasco in recent 
diplomatic annals. All of his life Mr. Wil- 
son has dealt with recalcitrant college fei- 
lows, and he was 80 ill-advised as to try 
campus tactics on a man who had risen by 
sheer might out of a carnival of anarchy. 


Huerta received Mr. Wilson’s preposterous | 


demands with a scorn which so rankled 
our President that he violated all precedents 
and traditions of honorable government by 
deliberately rendering assistance to armed 
rebels in the field against the government 
of a neighboring nation. The United States 
has not yet fully recovered from the flame 
of animosity that rose against England 
when that country, unofficially, sought to 
ald the Confederacy in its rebellion against 
our Federal government. Mr. Wilson's at- 
titude toward Mexico has been more fia- 
grant than was Albion’s toward the admin- 
istration of President Lincoln. 

So ſt has been by blunders conducted 
with a persistency that warranted a 
worthier cause that President Wilson so 
involved himself in a predicament that he 
was compelled to fall back on the military 
forces of his nation to get out of what, in 
ordinary circumstances, should have been 
a very trivial incident. 

If the occasion ever arose when Presi- 
dent Wilson, or any other President, was 
forced into war to uphold the honor of the 
flag, a solid country of patriots would be 
at his back. We believe in peace, we want 
peace; but by the.memory of our valiant 
forebears, we believe first in the dignity and 
honor of the United States of America—and 
we do not believe that it is a credit to the 
nation when a President so fumbles with 
the duties of his office that ultimately he 
is driven to send forth our battle fleet to 
save himself and his administration from a 
shame that they have brought upon them- 
selves.

New York, being a city of some size, 
has a Chamber of Commerce. This Cham- 
ber of Commerce is rather business-liking 
in its policies. As yet it has not joined 
in a movement to confiscate business prop- 
erty. It does not seem inclined to aid poli- 
ticlans to frighten away men who might be 
tempted to invest a little money in New 
York. It doesn’t seem to care if private 
individuals engaged in honest business suc- 
ceed in making money. It has even gone 
so far as to say in a signed statement: 

“What business men desire, what in- 
dustry needs, is a period of rest for the 
peaceful readjustment of all enterprise 
not inconsistent with accepted princi 
ples of law and ethics, and for the AD- 

VANCEMENT OF INDIVIDUAL EN- 

DEAVOR, free of any sense of repres- 

sion.” 

Think of that coming from a Chamber of 
Commerce! True, as we have said, it is an 
old-fashioned Chamber, composed of men 
who have never been infected by Socialis- 
tic virus. It has the notion that prosperity 
for one form of industry materially aids 
the prosperity of all other industries. It is 
rather peculiar that it hasn’t discriminated 
against any business men or forms of in- 
dustry in asking for the “period of rest and 


peaceful readjustment of all enterprise.” 


That plea even includes the power com- 
panies. There is no explanation for such 
am attitude except that the New York 
Chamber of Commerce is old-fashioned— 
not at all progressive; not at all influenced 
by such fellows as Doc“ Haynes; not at all 
given to the support of a project that does 
not meet with the approval of a repre- 
sentative membership, and, above all else, 
not at all inclined to join with demagogues 
in a raid on prosperous industries. 

But then the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce realizes why the financial depression 
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prosperity with the intelligent selfishness | 
which says to each form of legitimate in- | 
dustry: “I will help you to prosper because 
all of us are the better for it.” There is 
nothing clannish about this Chamber of 
Commerce—it doesn’t put one form ot bust 
ness, as the power companies for instance, 
outside its ban; it includes all enterprise 
that is honest. It realizes that industry 
has been detruded by national and munic- 
ipal attacks on honest business; it realizes 
that policies of commercial expansion have 
been hacked down to policies of severe re- 
trenchment; it realizes that thousands upon 
thousands of men have been thrown out of 
work, that scores of industries have failed, | 
that thousands of, businesses are losing 
money heavily and that financial disaster 
will shake this country to its foundation if 
business men and industry are not given 
“a period of rest for the peaceful readjust- 
ment of all enterprise not inconsistent 
with accepted principles of law and ethics, 
and for the advancement of individual en- 
deavor, free of any sense of repression.” 
“What business men desire, what in- 
dustry needs is a period of rest for 
the peaceful readjustment of all enter- 
prise not inconsistent with accepted 
principles of law and ethics, for the 
ADVANCEMENT OF INDIVIDUAL EN. 
DEAVOR, free of any sense of repres 
sion.” 
So says the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce. It is right. That is what business 
men, big and little, desire. That is what 
business needs. We can have no real pros- 
perity without it. 


‘OCIALISM AND LIBERTY 


to the noble society composed of the initia- 


Socialism means the establishment of 
an all-powerful state—a state in which the 
individual will be subject to discipline, ; 
bossed by the state functionaries; a state in 
which all production and exchange will be 
carried on by the collectivity and all citi- 
zens will be enrolled in the labor army. 

This, in brief, is the Socialist plan for 
the future and it substantially follows the | 
promises of Karl Marx in the Communist 
Manifesto. Socialists must admit that this 
statem nt of the case is correct, but here 
we strike the dividing line. The Socialists 
have an idea that such a method of produc- 
tion and social direction is to produce a 
regime under which the worker will be 
more free than he is today. Non-Socialists, 
however, claim that the system which 80 
cialism proposes to establish will create a 
condition that will be nothing more than 
a particularly degrading form of slavery. 

In Karl Kautsky’s book, “The Basis of 
Social Democracy,” the author states very 
clearly how much real freedom may be ex- 
pected under socialism, apd as this work 
is really the official scientific program of 
the German Socialists, 1d is interesting to 
note what is said about individual liberty, 
once the co-operative commonwealth is 
established and in working order. 

“Socialist production is not compatible 
with liberty to work,” he admits, “that is 
to say, with the worker's freedom to work 
when and how he likes. It is true 
that under the rule of capitalism a worker 
still enjoys liberty up to a certain degree. 
If he does not like a factory he finds work 
elsewhere. In a Socialist society (Social 
Democracy) all means of production will 
be concentrated by the state and the latter 
will be the only employer; there will be no 
choice. The workman today enjoys more 
liberty than he will possess in a Socialfst 
society. It is not Social Democracy that 
eliminates the right of choosing work and 
time, but the development of production 
itself.” 

What is this but a delicate way of ad- 
mitting that socialism is planning a system 
of servitude that will be even more de- 
grading than the slavery which existed in 
the South before the war, for, in the So- 
clalist state all would be slaves, and the 
fact that the bosses were elected by popular 
vote would not make the condition any less 
a state of slavery. To be the slave of “the 
majority” would not improve matters. 
True liberty means the right to select one’s 
own employment quite as much as it gives 
one the right to select the style of hat he 
wishes to wear or the color of his tle. With 
socialism in power it would be “up to” the 
majority to decide whether even these 
rights should be permitted to exist. 

For example, if the state should declare 
that every citizen should wear the same 
kind of uniform, instead of permitting the 
people to dress in accordance with their 
individual taste, there would be nothing to 
prevent the carrying out of this order. If 
the state should decide that ice cream was

Today, there are 
many individuals who are vegetarians and 
there are some fruitarians. If either of 
these classes of citizens was to get con- 
trol of “the majority,” there would be noth- 
ing, under socialism to prevent them from 
compelling the minority to adopt their 
peculiar food ideas, or, at least, they could 
make every one live in accordance with 
them by refusing to allow them to procure 
anything else to eat. 7 

While it is true that these illustration 
may be somewhat exaggerated, they are 
logical possibilities of socialism in power, 
and they show to what lengths it would be 
possible for the state then to go. 

Socialism in power does not mean true 
liberty, but the reverse.

demand for the substitution of an 
Orange county man as engineer to 
the Highway Commission. 

“I have no means of knowing what 
may be the public feeling concerning 
my retention as engineer to the High- 
way Commission, but wish to say that 
I have served the public faithfully 
during the time that I have held this 
position; and so far as the quality of 
my work is concerned, I am ready 
to submit it to the judgment of en- 
gineers experienced in this class of 
work, feeling confident that it will 
receive their approval in every par- 
ticular as to economy and quality. 

“I shall regret leaving the work at

Not After Woodman's Scalp. 

The rumor has been current around 
the City Hall that the action of the 
Gan Pedro Chamber of Commerce in 
demanding that the City Council hold 
a public hearing on harbor matters 
was simply an initial movement for 
the purpose of undertaking to secure 
the removal of President Woodman 
of the Harbor Commission. This was 
emphatically denied vesterday by the 
Vice-president of the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce. He declared 
that the San Pedro people are not 
after Woodman’s scalp and that they 
have no intention of asking at this 
time that a representative of that place 
be given a position on the Harbor 
Com mission. 

Woodman’'s term on this commis- 
sion expired last January, and he was 
not reappointed by Mayor Rose, the 
Mayor deciaring that he would make 
no appointment for the present. and 
the charter provides that officials 
shall serve until their successors are 
appointed. Woodman’s tenure of of- 
fice, therefore, is uncertain, although 
he is the head, and also the back- 
bone, of the Harbor Commission. 


Certified Scales. 

An ordinance regulating the scales 
of peddiers and junk dealers was 
adopted by the City Council yester- 
Gay. It provides that all such scales 
must be sealed and certified by the 
City Sealer of Weights and Measures 
at least twice a year. There are more 
than 3500 persons in the city who 
will come under the provisions of this 
erdinance.

OF LOVE BARRED 


BY STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS 
BLOCKS DIVORCE ACTION. 
7 

Pacific Electric Official Admits In- 
fatuation for San Jose Woman but 
Says He Cut Loose from Charmer 
Over Two Years Ago—No Separa- | 
tion for His Wife. 


Frankly admitting his infatuation 
for Mrs. Irene Frost, a beautiful wom- 
an of San Jose, but declaring that he 
cut loose from the charmer July 8. 
1911, Adolph E. Roome, superin- 
tendent of signals of the Pacific Elec- 
tric, successfully opposed the divorce 
suit of Lillian L. Roome before Su- 
perior Judge Wellborn yesterday. At- 
torney Fortner pleaded the statute of 
limitations, cutting off all evidence 
prior to two years ago. 
In many respects the divorce suit 
was the most remarkable tried in re- 
dent years. The only evidence that 
Mrs. Roome of her hus- 
band’s alleged misconduct was ten 
letters from him to Mrs. Frost and 
two from her. Nine of her husband's 
letter were turned over to Mrs. 
Roome by Mrs. Frost. Roome stated 
he gave one letter to his wife. 

“T did that to show her that I had 
cut loose Mrs. Frost.“ he testi- 
fied. 


It developed that Mrs. Frost con- 
ducted a hospital at San Jose. 
Mrs. 


Frost writes in this letter.“ 
ald Attorney Thompson, showing 
Roome a lengthy epistie, that you 
have had eleven years of the best 
part of her life.” 

did not have the best part of 
her life,” replied Roome. 

When Thompson showed him anoth- 
er letter, Roorme stated: 

“That is only the utterance of a 
very jealous woman who has been 
cast aside.” 

Roome very frankly stated he “cut 
loose from Mrs. Frost because she 
became addicted to narcotics and 
liquor. But to prevent her taking 
revenge, he said, in recent years, he 
applied the soft-soap method in deal- 
ing with her, communicating by tele- 
phone only. 

In denying the decree Judge Well- 
born stated he is convinced that 
Roome is innocent of any relationship 
with Mrs. Frost since July 8, 11. 
If he was gullty of this relationship 
since that date, the burden of proof 
is upon Mrs. Roome, he said. There 
was no evidence to that effect. 

The court was of the opinion that 
something turned up which induced 
Mrs. Roome to go back to the past 
for evidence of misconduct, but he 
held that that past was barred by the 
statute of limitations. 

The Roomes were married at Mor- 
gan City, La., September 18, 1888. 
They have two daughters and a son. 
It would seem that, notwithstanding 
the Frost affair, Roome has occupied 
the same house at No. 815 Sixth ave- 
nue with his family since Mra. Roome 
discovered the alleged amour in 1907.

GOVERNMENT WINS VICTORY IN 


Will Go to Jury Today. 


The government scored a decisive 
victory yesterday when Judge Well- 
born in the United States District 
Court held against William B. Ed- 
wards, Robert L. Culpepper, Lee and 
William Wells, John McLaren and 
Arch Robinson, charged with con- 
spiring to deprive the Revs. Patrick 


their rights to occupy two quarter 
sections of land in the Palo Verde 
Valley, Riverside county. 

At the conclusion of the evidence 
of William B. Edwards, Judge Well- 
born announced that he would charge 
the jury that both Bodkin and 
Ocheltree were legally on the land: 
that the ruling of the Secretary of the 
Interior giving them the preference 
right was good law; that under the 
circumstances, the holding of the pref- 
erence rights of these men in abey- 
ance because the land had been with- 
drawn from entry, thus making it im- 
possible for them to go on the entry 
from 1908 to 1910, was in harmony 
with departmental rulings in such 
cases. 


Under the law, the question of fact 
in disputed land cases is with the 
Secretary of the Interior, without any 
appeal, but issues of law may be ar- 
cued, if it is sought to be shown that 
the Secretary has not complied with 
the plain direction of the statutes. In 
the pending case, it was alleged that 
land officers at Washington had no 
right to hold the preference rights in 
abeyance, but should have enforced 


-the statute providing that settlement 


must be made within thirty days after 
the successful applicant for a prefer- 
ence right has been legally notified 
that he has been accorded such right. 
On account of the action of the gen- 
eral land office in withdrawing the 
land in the Palo Verde Valley from all 
forms of public entry or settlement, 
both Bodkin and Ocheltree were un- 
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able to either enter or make a set- 
tlement there. 

The view of the court left the de- 
fendants only the claim that they did 
not conspire to deprive Bodkin and 
Ocheltree of their land; did not shoot 
up the Bodkin store, or drive these 
men and their families from their en- 
tries. 

The evidence of Edwards, one of 
the chief defendants, was a surprise. 
He did not specifically deny acts of 
violence on the part of himself or his 
friends. He admitted many of the al- 


that he thought he was justified in 
view of the peculiar situation in the 
valley; he believed he was within his 
rights in trying to hold the land. He 
denied having held meetings at which 
the government or the Interior De- 
partment was denounced, put said he 
believed the question of rights of the 
parties ought to have been ad- 
judicated by the State courts and not 
by the authorities at Washington. 

The case will go to the jury this 
morning, the arguments having closed. 
Assistant United States District At- 
torneys Stone and O'Conner spoke for 
the government, and ex-Senator Wil- 
lis for the defense. 

The case had excited much interest 
and scores of persons living in the 
Palo Verde Valley are in attendance 
at the trial. 
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
